SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The publication Slaughtered Lesbos Vol. 1 "The Phone Sex Stranglers" is classified as 
Objectionable. 

The video recording is an American video recording which contains a feature, three 
notices and two trailers. 

The feature is a cheaply made story about a woman who talks to other women on a 
sexual telephone chat service. After wooing them she invites them to her bedsit, 
presumably for sexual activity, where they are undressed before being strangled. The 
feature has a very amateur quality and the acting and script are hammed. The trailers 
are for similar features, but contain stronger scenes of violence and sexual activity. 

The feature and trailers contain a high extent of female nudity and violence which is 
presented in a sexualised manner. 

The publication contains sequences which tend to promote and support sexual 
conduct with and upon the body of a dead person, and the use of excrement in 
association with sexual conduct. These sequences are depicted in a titillating manner 
with the specific intention of enticing and entertaining the viewer. The feature also 
blatantly combines images of strangulation with a sexual focus to a significant extent 
and degree. 
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The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
taken into account in determining this classification. The video recording falls under 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, therefore it is 
deemed to be objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the 
right to freedom of expression set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. However, in relation to 
this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by 
law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
